; Whole on the state of the Union, Mr. Wads- 
; worth said : 

I avail myself, Mr Chairman, of this 
' opportunity to give to the House the reasons 
which I proposed to offer a while ago for 
i the vote I desired to give upon the resolu- 
tion introduced this morning by the gentle 
man from K#W York [Mr. Corning] and 
; passed a short time since. My col leagues 
from Kentuoky voted for that resolution, 
and 1 was myself anxious to do so. I am 
•till satisfied that, upon the naked propo- 
j aition contained in it, tks resolution truly 
: reflects the will of their loyal constituents. 

Bat I did not feel at liberty, wit hout any 
explanation, though it was the desire of my 
, heart, to vote fer the resolution I could 
not, although I was satisfied that it was the 
duty of the representatives of the people 
i at onoe to proceed to consider the great 
question of the ways and means for oarry 
log on the war— I say I could not, under 
the circumstances which would eurrouod 
that vote, give it at that time. A resolu- 
tion, the meet important, I undertake to 
, **J< 7*1 introduced into this House, was 
brought in here, and a speech in interpre. 
latiou of the pnrposes for which it was in 
reduced, and as a commentary on it* text, 
from the distinguished gantlemaa from 
Ouio [Mr. Bingham] is delivered, and then 
he previous question is sprung and sus- 
tained by the majority, and geitlemen are 
aeked to vote at once under mat commenta- 
ry and under that previous question, and 
wiikont any answer to the most remarkable 
speech, considering the eonree from whence 
it came, that was ever beard upon this floor 
I am never etertlei when the gentleman 
. from Illinois [Mr. Lovejoy], who sits 
yonder, rises, upon that subject so near his 
eeart, to teaoh us his construction ef the 
Constitution and the duty of the nation in 
this rebellion. Nor am I astonished when 
the dis'inguished gentleman from Pennsyl- 
vania [Mr Stevens], who now gives me 

■ he honor of his attention, rises and unfeids i 
his viswsupon this question 

But I was astoni toed in more respects 
than one when my neighbor frem the S<ate 
of Ohio delivered his views of the poiioy of 
I 'he Government, and laid down the buund- 
I aries of the power of Congress to provide ' 
i for the common defense and the public 
welfare. A gentleman for whom I had the 
highest esteem, and whose course, as I had 
observed it here, gave me the impression of i 
a patriotic man and a learned lawyer, rises 
here and tells the Representatives of the , 
people that there are no boundaries to that 
power, and that Congress is omnipotent to ' 
provide for the oommon defease, and that, | 
under that general phrase of the Cons i- 
tuiion, all outer limitations of the Consil- , 

■ ution are swept away as ohaff, and that we 
may do enj thing in the world not forbidden 
by “natural right ” Sir, is not the limita- 
tion itself absurd* How oomea it that 
natural right limits any sovereign power? I 
I hold that natural right does not limit S 
sovereign power. It is a matter addressed ] 
merely is the ducretion of the sovereign, 
but does not affect the right The sover- 
eign may do what he pleases, unfettered by j 
natural right, eo far as the question of 
power is oonoeraed. 

The argnmentatioa by which so startling 
a proposition as that wav supported was 
equally surprising It was asserted that 
trial by jury, indictment, presentment, all 
the guards thrown around the rights of the 
cititens of this oountry, were swept away, j 
because alien enemies had no suoh rights. 
It was argued that the power to take life 
without due process of law, and without 
trial by jury, was implied beoause we could 
take life by ooon martial — bring a man to the ' 
drumhead, condemn him to death, and exe. 
oute him. It was argued that the power “to 
make rules concerning captures on land 
and water’’ implies the power of Congress 
to take the property of citizens without 
making compensation therefor, and without 
any process of law. With fervid declama- 
tion, and with an utterance thickened by 
intense feeling, the gentleman rushed into 
these extremes, and pointed out what he 
would do under these supposed powers to ; 
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fisoate property by act of Congress, usurp- 
ing judicial powers, as many of the bUls 
that are before this House propose to do? 
Where do these powers exist iu the Consti 
t ution? They exist only iu the enthused 
brains of honest, I would fain hope, but 
dreadfully misguided meu. 

8ir, I was etruok with the continual effort 
of the gentleman from Ohio, in arguing this 
question, to give to Congress, in its effort to 
. suppress insurrection, the powers that 
might be exeroised in accordance with the 
law of nations in a war with an aliea 
enemy. The power that is claimed by the 
gentleman from Ohio in an effort to put 
down rebellion on the part of our own citi- 
zens, was claimed the other day with far 
mors correctness and logioal force by the 
geatlemm from Kansas [Mr Conway] in a 
war with a foreign nation. Tne gentle- 
man from Oaio is disposed te treat this as a 
rebellion — to treat it as a war (if it can be 
oalied a war at all) against insurgeut citi- 
zens whose duties and whose rights are 
bounded by the Constitution. The gentle- 
man from Kansas proposed with far more 
correctness to treat it as a war against a 
quasi independent nation, to recognize the 
1 tact that the revolted States were an alien 
be liferent power, audio rea then as au all- 
i en cation — to eubjugate them, and then do 
wsat we please with them as conquered, 
pr vines*. Such a position as that can be 
defended. An argument can be made in 
favor of it. A lawyer cm stand up and 
quote this Constitution and the law of na- 
tion?, and defend it. But no lawyer can 
stand here and defend the conclusion at 
which the gentleman from Kansas arrived 
on that occasion, that we have the right to 
seize the private property of non-combat- 
tants and confiscate it The law of nations 
expressly forbids it. Private property upon 
laud is exempt from captHre even in a war 
with a foreign nation, and if you take the 
gentleman's position, yon are at onoe bound < 
oy natural right, the law of nations, to res- 1 
peet private property upon land. 

But, sir, I di not rise to go into a discus- 
sion of mat subject. I rose to enter my 
protest, in an unprepared and hurried man 
ner, against the doctrines proclaimed by the 
distinguished gentleman fiom Ohio, and to 
declare that 1 stand here opposed both to 
■ he power claimed and the policy proposed. 
It is argued that, beoau-e a court martial 
oan take the life of a oitizen of this country 
without au indictment by a grand jury, or a 
trial by a petty jury, Congress, in providing 
for the common defense, is not resirioted by 
any such limitations. The worth of his 
whole argument may be ehown by this 
illustration, made use of by the gentleman. 
There is an express exception in the fifth 
article of the amendments of the Constitu- 
tion of the right to take life by oourt-xuar- 
tial. It is as follows: 

“No person shall be held to answer for a 
capital or otherwise infamous crime, unlesd 
on a presentment or indic.ment of a grand 
jury, exoept in cases arising in the land or 
naval forces, or in the militia when in ac- 
tual service in time of war or public 
danger.” 

And it Is gravely argued that beoause 
this nation is in the habit of putting citi- 
zens to death on the sentence of court 
martial without indictment and trial by 
jury, that faot of itself overthrows this 
limitation which is imposed upon the 
power of Congress to take life or property 
without due process of law, and except iu 
the manner pointed out by the Constitu- 
tion. 

8ir, we never would have heard suoh an 
argument from a lawyer of the eminence of 
the Chairman or acting Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee but for the fact that 
there was a foregone conolusion in his j 
mind whioh had to be sustained by ergu- 
ments, however fallacious I have Been 
men put to desperate straits to maintain 
favorite theories of their own, and the gen 
tlernan from Ohio is in that condition. 
There is no olearer principle, conoedmg the 
policy of confiscation (whioh I deny), than 
that Congress, for the crime of treason 
or its cognates, cannot confiscate the 
property it any citizen beyond the term of 
his life. There is no clearer proposition 1 
than that the only attaint for treason al~ 
lowed by the Constitution is a judicial at- 
taint, and that Congress has no power 
whatever to fix and apply punishment or 
acosrtain guilt. Therefore, the fourth sec- 
tion of the confiscation bill reported by the 
gentleman [Vlr. Bingham] at the extra ses 
sion is clearly unconstitutional ; and the 
Courts of the oountry would deolare so the 
moment a oase w&i brought before them 
under it. It is a proposal 'that Congress 
shall exercise judicial powers ; it ascertains 
gu<lt, and deprives of property without the 
intervention of a Court of justice The Ian- ; 
guage of the Constitution is olear — “Con- 
gress shall pass no bill of attainder ” Toat : 
certainly include* all bills of pains and pen 
allies. “And no attaint of treason shall work 
corruption of b ood, or forfeiture, beyond 
the iife of the offender ” What attaint ? A 
judicial atuiai? Congress cannot >tcaiot 
at all, and forfeiture for treason only fol- j 
lows a judicial attaint, and that for life j 
That olause was put in the Constitution in 
the light of i he history cf legislative at- 1 
taints. We had the large and ample ex- 
perience of the mother oountry on that sub- | 
ject. The enlightened men who framed 
me Constitution despiied thatwnole cour-e 
ofj udicial murder and judicial robbery. It | 
was oil oaa to those good men who laid the i 
foundation of our liberty iu the Federal • 
Constitution. Our statute law repudiated 
forfeiture altogether. Our calmest and i 
wisest jurists condemn it, and deplore the 
madness whioh alone in times of excitement, 
makes use of it. The Eagtish law, at the , 
adop'ion of our Con-tLa ion, limited the { 
forfeiture for life D.d our wise ancestors 
intend a more proscriptive rule ? Ia au- 
'horiziog Congres* to fix the punishment 
for treason they had, as Justice Htory tells 
us, a double purpose iu one, one of whies 
was “to limit the forfeiture to the iife of the 
criminal ” The whole argument lies la a nut 
shell ; and it seems to me that even the least , 
intelligent mind could not err in construing 
this clause of the Corsitution, if unbiased 
by passion or prejudioe. The instrument 
declares that while Congress shall have no 
power to attAiat, an attainder shall not work 
corruption of blood, or forfeiture beyond the 
life of the criminal Perhaps an argument 
might be made to show that while this is so, 
the State Legislatures may have power, in 
oases of felony or other crimes of a less 
magnitude than treason, to confiscate the 
properly of an individual, and not for his 
I life only The Constitution has limited 



this Administration to restore the 
its full integrity nnd put down the rebellion, 
we will do it without you. Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, Minnesota, Miohigan, 
Wisconsin. Iowa, Kentucky, nnd Tennessee, 
have the will and the might to put down the 
rebellion; nnd they will put it down, with- 
out the assistanoe of the Indian or the 
negro. Already their regiments are embat- 
tled on our soil, prepared to baptize anew 
American fraternity in their common blood; 
and you strive in vain te divide the West. 

Mr. Chairman, it will be apparent to 
every gentleman who has watched closely 
the oourse of this rebellion, that its first im- 
pulse had been expended, that its forward 
foroe hod oome to a halt, that its power 
began to wane, upon the entraaoe of Kea- 
tueky upon the field as an active belligerent 
in this war for the Union. That period 
marked not only the forward boundaries of 
ths rebellion, but marked its decline It 
was certain to die of the weight of its own 
infamy, with oommon prudence on the part 
of <he friends of the Union. 

Now, air, there are two dangers whioh 
thrsaten the Uaion There are two sources 
only from which the rebellion oan possibly 
rsoeive a fresh impulse, without whioh it 
dies. One is n foreiga war ; and the o' her 
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the ground to Heaven for vengeanoe. She 
sought te evo.d this war. Her cast career 
proves how conservative she has been. She 
oiung to the Union when a strange madnesj 
swept other 8tates away; but still her 
feelings were with ths people of the slave 
8tates. The long and wicked strife about 
slavery has made its marks upon tne feel- 
ings of her sons. She suffered mors than 
all the rest of the slave S ates in losses of 
slave property from the cruel agitation 
The single county in whioh I live has lost 
more slaves than all the cotton States put 
together. Sail she stood with the free 
States, while eleven sisters rushed into the 
ruin and infamy of disunion. Kentucky 
-aw her mother— old Virginia, whose affine 
the late Secretary of War would oblitX&te 
from all that soil which early and iutffHea 
ble history stamps forever as Virginia — de. 
part on the aooursed and ruinoas path of 
rebellion; and while only Maryland and 
Missouri were held trembling ia the grasp 
of the Government, she stood erect, resolved 
aad faithful. She came into ths ooatest at 
last, and although a considerable fraction 
o; her people had gone into the ranks ot 
treason; although honored names — a Breck- 
inridge, a Mars nail, and many men of re- 
nown in that State— had gone into re- 
bellion, drawing alter them many false e nd 
bastard sons; still, when the moment came, 
and Kentucky had to take her stand, she 
grasped the sword of the Union, and en- 
tered into the contest. And in forty days 
she put as many men into the field as 
MasStohusetts, nut less gallant and patri- 
otic than the foremost. She put twenty- 
eight regiments iu the field, and even aeked 
Congress to permit her to raise twenty 
more. 

Those who eay that Kentucky wants to 
dictate to the Government of the United 
States, and who assert alto that she has as 
nuny soldiers, in the war on the aide of 
the rebellion as she has on the side of the 
Government, misread current and fixed 
foots. It is not so. I doubt whether she 
has four thousand men in the field on the 
side of tho rebellion. I defy any man to 
show that she has five thousand. And yet 
Kentuoky has thirty thousand of her true 
citizeus battling on the side of the Union. 
AmoDg them may be found many names 
famoue in her history; even the insulted 
narae of Marshall la brightened by the 
valor and loyalty of its best blood displayed 
already on stricken fields. It woutd be 
invidious to enumerate names; but I must 
not forget Jackson, our gallant cotleagce on 
this floor, who is in the field proving by the 
tender of his life his love for the Union 
They offer up their iivea for a common ooun 
try, trusting that the people of the North will 
be just and truthful and magnanimous, and 
will not take advantage of the present war 
to destroy the Constitution, Afrioanize 
Southern society, and compel even Ken- 
tuoky, percb&aoe, to rebel. We quit these 
traitors of the revolted States. We gave 
them up when they gave up the Cossiitu 
tion and the Union, and we ranged ourselves 
with the people of the Slates that stood 
forth fer the nation. Shall wy not be heard 
now, when with modest oourage we appeal 
to written law and plighted faith, to present 
peril and fature ruin, against a fatal poiioy, 
and without the charge of dictation? Yes, 
gentlemen, we knew the risk we ran when, 
deserted by our natural supporters, we re 
mained faithful to our history and traditions; 
bat we trusted to your magnanimity, we 
truned to your fairness, we trusted to your 
Chicago platform deolaration, we trusted to 
your unanimous vote in this House that you 
had no power and no intent to interfere with 
slavery in the 8ta.es; we trusted to your 
willingness even te amend the Constitution, 
by the joint resolution which you passed by 
a two. thirds vote of both Houses of Con- 
gress, forever depriving Congress of the 
power to interfere with slavery in the 
Stale; we trusted to you io all these things 
that you weuid aid us to uphold the honor 
and high integrity of the Uaion, and pre- 
serve tae Constitution unimpaired. Now, 
then, after the failure of the vaiu boast of 
South Carolina, that she would drag us 
after her; after she had failed to drag 
Kentucky into a confederacy with her as 
sue said she wouli whoa she set out iu this 
rebellion ; after Kentucky has remained 
firm, notwithstanding that tea of her 
Southern sisters have gone with South 
Carolina, clinging to sister States for 
strength, we want to know of the people ot 1 
the North if they are going to unclasp the 
loving arms of Kentucky, and fling her into 
that vortex which has swallowed so many 
kindred States? I tell you, gentlemen, who 
favor the poiioy advooated to day by the 
gentleman from Ohio, that you mean no 
lees than this, and will be responsible be- 
fore the tribunal of history for the result. 
It will be said it was not the valor and 
poiioy of treason that wrecked the Repub» 
lio. but the folly and treachery of loyalty 

Y ju are for confiscation and for emanci- 
pation, you say, in order to destroy the 
resources of the rebellion, and put au end 
to it; but none of these distinguished geu 
t’emen have evt r tcld us how that coarse was 
going to have the *ff<-ei of patting an end to ! 
the rebellion. They deal in vague general- 
ities — “strike rebellion ia its wesdt point,” 
“cut off their main resources,” &c. How 
are you going to do i<? You say it will not 
result in » slave tesurreotioo; you say you 
do not want to put J obn Brn wu's pikes in the 
hands of the slaves to murder our white 
population. You do not want to do these 
things. Well, then, how do you propose, 
by oarry ing out your oourse of poiioy, to 
put au end to the rebellion? How, exoept 
by a slave insurrection? That is what the 
gentleman from Ohio [ Mr Bingham] means; 
that is what the distinguished gentleman 



that he does not desire a reeteratioa of 
slave States to the Colon; he in for n disso- 
lution. I think I do not misread the gen- 
tleman frem Penmylvania, [Mr 3 evens], 
when he talks about negro emancipation, i‘a 
concluding he is for forcing a peace cn the 
basis of n dissolution. They are ee*king 
to make this a oonteet between the North 
and the South; they know the teaolt 
nnd seek it When it cornea^ te be a 
contest between the Ncrth and the 
South, there is no man but must see 
that n dissolution of the (Jeioa is inevi- 
table. The frea States could net conquer 
fifteen slave States. Y m m zht waip ar- 
mies, overthrow them in hauls, ba fre*fc 
armies would spring up when the question it 
between honor and liberty and life, dis- 
honor, ex ermioa ion, and slavery. I do 
not believe that these men who talk abont 
emancipation are at heart war and Uaion 
men; but I believe they art afraid to an- 
aouaoe te their oonsti neats that they are 
opposed to the war. They know that they 
would never be able to oome book here. A 
gentlemen frem Maesaohueettr— frem that 
glorious ancestral State, which I am bound 
to honor as I am bound to honor the source 
of my own existence — declared that the^e 
should be no restoration o i this Union with 
»lavery in it; and he, rather than see the 
Union restored as U was before, wonld 
doubtless see us pinnged into a war of ex- 
termination, which nil know mast inevitably 
result inn dissolution of the Unim 

I honor the gentleman from Kansas [Mr. 
Conway] who delivered his eeniuaet>. s so 
frankly and candidly, and who did it in a 
■tyls whioh has not been surpus? ! by any 
gentleman who has addressed this House. He 
held back nothing. Like Wen tell Pauli os, 
he is trying “to take nineteen States cu. of 
the Union ” He is svidently fer peace and 
dissolution upon the slave line, and he will 
not vote another man or another foliar for 
this war, unless it be made a war against 
slavery. He has mote faith “in the pam- 
phleteer than the muskete*r.” But the 
Ameriean nation, I trust, never will convent 
to a dissolution of this Uaion There is no 
constituency of any Northern Coa^ree-ionti 
Distriot that will consent to it. God furbil 
that they should 1 Those whose hstris 
have hitherto exulted in dreams of Ameri- 
can greatness, would sink ia incurable grief 
should the people of the free Common- 
wealths abandon the ooatsst for the pres- 
ervation of the Republic.

off the first danger of whioh I spoke— war 
wi h foreign nations fleeing ns united, 
they will not wantonly insult our flag and 
aa'ion, or perfidiously seek to profit by ou* 
c«l unities. That great continuing enemy 
of oore, “perfidious Albion,” whioh stands 
like a beast of prey to snatch the mighty 
commerce of her rival, at the propitious 
moment of our further division will grap- 
ple with us, but seeing us united she will 
retpect ns and give her policy some pause. 

Do net let us theu be torn with dissen- 
sions and so weakened as to tempt our cold 
and selfish foe to grapple with the only 
rivnl upon the ocean that she dreads, or 
which she has oause te dread. Sneoesc 
would give her the aontrol of the f 800 ,- 
000.000 ef exports from ths planting States, 
and fill the maltUudinous seas with her 
tunnage. That great trade, sir, will belosg 
to%er if she is given ths chance to cams into 
this oonteet by our own divisions, and the 
independence of the cotton States will be 
secured. With that trade given to her, your 
navy perishes, and your oommeroe will dis- 
appear from ths seas. The ships that have 
whitened every ocean will rot at your 
wharves, and the vast manufactories of the 
North will oease longer to flourish. Then, 
this government, instead of being a great 
commercial power, will dwindle down to 
seoond-rate, starving, contemptib'e repub 
lies, running off into the career of the 
Mexioan and Sooth American States, in 
humiliating dependence on the will of for- 
eign despots. English statesmen, see that; 
that proud and selfish aristocracy that have 
ever been contemptuous of the rights of 
others when they have stood in its way; that 
selfish Power whioh destroyed the fleet of 
Denmark, under the guns of Copenhagen, in 
violation of the law of nations; that Powt-r, 
enticed into this contest by seeing U 3 still 
further divided, will grasp at the oommeroe 
of the eontinent and destroy us 

I therefore declare, Mr. Chairman, that 
the right way to avoid foreign war is to be 
united. I deolare that the right way to pat 
down the rebellion is for every man to 
avoid every topio whioh can alienate one 
section from the other, and by justice and 
moderation oompaot the hearts and hands 
of the millions who stand ready to throw 
their united weight upon armed treason. If 
the Representatives from the Eastern States 
are earnest in their desire for union anti 
fraternity, will they abol'sh slavery in the 
District of Columbia? WUl they nullify the 
fugitive slave law? Will they confiscate the 
slaves in the eleven slave Statu? Will they 
try to obliterate from the map ths Southern 
States? Will they insult American history by 
trying to divide the State of Virginia, and to 
wipe out the name of Virginia frem the 
eastern slope of tkat Sta e? Will they trans- 
fer frem the grove of Washington the name of 
Virginia? Will they propose these things? 
Are they in earnest enough for that? If 
they suooeed, then a new schism will take 
plaoe among the friends of the Union. Then 
the war will enlarge ia its proportion. I 
declare, as an American citizen, that, al- 
though I will not abandon aU hope of the 
preservation of this Union, when that day 
arrives my hopes wUl survive only by ray 
faith in the future of the Republio. But I 
do not believe that this new party which is 
springing up here will sacoeed — this peace 
and dissolution party. It is destined to dis 
graoeful overthrow. Let that party be 
formed upon the basis of the emancipation 
of the slave, “giving the war an anti-slavery 
vigor” — let it be formed in opposition to 
the Administration, the Administration 
whioh it now persistently attacks— 
the Administration will be strengthened 
by its defection ; for each adtoerent 
such an opposition takes sway, a 
thousand good men will bs replaoed. 
Take away Oarrlson. and Wendell Phillips, 
and the gentleman from Pennsylvania, and 
the gentleman from Illinois, and aU that 
race, from the support of this Administra 
tion, and in plaoe of their false and pro 
tended love for the Union and the cause, I 
will give you a million in the slave States, 
and a million in the free 8tates, who wUl 
pour out the red drops of their hearts in 
defense of the Union. 

In this dreadful moment gentlemen 
should let us know where they are going, 
lilt an hour that demands perfect candor. Do 
not beat about the bush any more- Do not 
let ns talk about “taking away the strength 
of the rebellion,” 1 'sulking slavery in its 
weak point,” Ac. Let us see what you are 
for. Lay down your programme, and speak 
in plain terms. If you are for slave eman. 
oipation and slave insurrection, why say so. 
If that is your ground go before tae people 
of the oountry upon it, end see whetner 
yea can be returned to Congress. Not 
many, I think, will find their way back 
from the West upon sack n platform. It 
violates all former pledges to a deceived 
people. 

I am ready here to day to strike hsnds 
with any man who will sustain the patriotic 
gen'leman who now fills the presidential 
ohair against these dissolutioaists, who will 
r<lly to his policy of the “IsreaniTT or twb

by the gallant men who lead our armies and 
tho patriot soldiers who responded to the 
oell of the Union, and who will give the 
men and money to save this Government 
and scours the destiny of the American 
people.

I was told, aad tho oountiy was to'd, by tho 
distinguished premier of this Administrs- 
tion, that before the perils that impended 
over the Government, parties aad all party 
platforms and partisan feeling should give 
way, and tkat tho people should rise to 
vindioate ttuir capacity for self-government 
and to •scare and preserve our national 
inetim liens, m order to transmit them un- 
impaired to oar posterity. Does ho still hold 
that grand doctrine ? Is that pledge te be 
redeemed?

Fditort Democrat — Gentlemen: 1 suppose 1 
•re this you hare been advised by telegraph 
of the complete rout of Zollieofftr’s army, 
and the oapture of all his wagons, horses, 
artillery and oamp equipage I will only 
detail some of the circumstances connected , 
therewith: 

On Sunday morning, about half past live 
o’clock, General Zollioofler, with two regi 
meets of Mistiseipplans, two regiments of 
dflabusiinns, and three regiments of Tenues- 
sec&ns, attacked the advance of General ' 
Thomas. The enemy approached within a 
half mile of the Tenth Indiana's camp, 
drove in the pickets, and commenced to as- 
sail the camp. The indianians were soon 
in line, and advanced about 800 yards to an 
open field, when the enemy fired from all 
sides, and cut them down very fast. The \ 
Indianians sustained themselves in this 
position until nearly seven o’olook, when 
they fell back, step by step, until within 
one hundred yards of their camp, where 
they made a eland, and kept the rebels at ; 
bay until the Fourth Kentucky oame up. 
Both regiments then engaged the secesh, 
Ool. Fry leading his men up to within 80 
yards of the line. At this moment Gen. 

! Zolliooffer, at the head of a regiment of 
Mississippians, rode up and said: “Don’t 

shoot these men. they are ourB," at the 1 
same time firing at Col. F. Col. F. replied j 
that he “knew it,” and drew his revolver and . 
shot him through the left breast, very 
close to the heart At this, the Mis 
8iseippiane started to run. when the Second 
Minnesota and the 9th Ohio rushed into the 
fray, and then the fight grew fierce. Ex- 
ospt the retrea'ing Mississippians, the reb- 
els fought like tigers. Again and again the 
Union boys charged, and at every charge 
they gained additional ground, having driven 
the rebels through a neck of woods a quar- 
ter of a mile wide. At the end of the woods 
there was an open space of perhaps half a 
mile, and through this the dead rebels were ! 
found at every step. From this the rebels 
retreated in disorder, the Union boys after 
them. 

The enemy never rallied after the hot time 
in the open field, but ran, throwing can- 
teens, gone end haversacks, for seven miles. 
The Iadlonisar, followed by the 4ih Ken- 
tucky, 2d Minnesota and the 9;h Ohio, kept 
up the chnsa until within fire hundred yards ,

Now, in justioo to devoted mothers and 
anxious friends, I ask that the superinten- 
dent of eaoh hospital Bend onoe a day to the 
morning papers a complete list of all in- 
valids arriving at their respective hospitals 
during the previous 24 hours, together with 
the name of regiment, number of brigade, 
oompany, &o.

The fact is they knew that they 
either hod to fight or retreat. Gen. Boyle’s 
brigade had cat off their river communica- 
tion uith Nashville and threatened their 
rear. They anew that General Thomas was 
advancing on the Columbia road, aoiLthat 
hie regiments had necessarily become scat- 
tered by reason of the bad roads and high 
water. They had found out that wo had 
taken posseesion of Hudson’s Ford They 
believed tbat Fishing creek was so high that 
Gea. Sohoepfe forces oould not cross, 
and were totally unaware of the arrival of 
the two Tennessee regiments and the 12th 
Kentucky at Gen. Thomas’ camp. In dan- 
ger of being surrounded completely and 
atarved out, they had either to retreat or do 
what they did — try to cut u« up piecemeal. 
They thought, that they were attacking but 
three regiments. They made the attempt 
and were bitterly foiled. They left on the 
field of battle cne hundred and fifty dead 
and as many wounded, betides tbe many 
whom they euooeeded la sending away be- 
fore the pursuit became too hot for them 
Oar loss was thirty eight killed and one 
hundred and thirty -four wounded.
